The committee on the subject of the relations of the 
United States and ‘Texas, report as follows :

From various public cocumenis and well authenticated 
statements, now before your committee, they gather the 
following important facts and circumstanecs: 
| ‘The question of separating the territory of Texas from 
the republic of Mexico for the especial purpose of adding 
strength to the slave-hulding party in the United Siaies, 
was not acted upon (though jong éntertaincd by many) 
until the year 182). By the decision of Congress, in the 
adinission of Missouri to ihe rank of a state in this confed. 
eracy, the systein of slavery was positively interdicied in all 
the remaining territory of the United Statics above the line 
of 38 degrees and 3J minutes of north latitude. ‘Tis nar. 
rowed down the region, in which the establishment of new 
slave stales wa: contemplaied, to the circumscribed hmits 
of Arkansas and Florida. As the slavcholders furceaw 
that, in process of time, the numerical strength of the iree 
states would overbalance tuat o¢ the slave-heiding states in 
the national councils, even with the advantage Uicy pos- 
sessed of veting by proxy for three fiiths of their human 
“‘ property,” they now resolved to obtaim the territory of 
Texas, to preserve their prepondcrating influence, if it 
shoukl be in «heir power.. ‘The first conspicuous advocate 
of thix measure, who took a decided stand upon the princi- 
ple aforesaid, was a distinguised political writer in Mus.
